School Committee member arrested 


Michael Baker arraigned, faces court date

Committee member Michael 
Baker is facing charges of vio- 
lating an order of protection. 

Baker, who was elected to the 
Wilmington School Committee 
in 2003, was arrested on 
Saturday, March 20, at his cur- 
rent address in Medford. 

Last weekend, Baker, 32, 
allegedly made a phone call to 
his estranged wife at their 
Burnap Street home in 


Wilmington, an action express- 
ly forbidden by the protection 
order. Baker also, allegedly, 
had a third person contact his 
wife via the telephone, an act 
also expressly forbidden. 

The protection order against 
Baker specified that violations 
of this kind would be consid- 
ered a criminal offense. 

The Wilmington Police 
Department was immediately 
alerted to the violation. 
According to police records, 


local authorities have had to 
approach Baker on approxi- 
mately 18 separate occasions to 
‘handle domestic situations that 


involved loud verbal alterca- _ 


tions. 

According to police, Baker’s 
wife tape-recorded last week- 
end’s conversation. Based on 
the content of that conversa- 
tion, Wilmington authorities 
contacted the Medford Police 
Department and requested that 
Baker be apprehended. 


Woburn hoping to re-open 
New Boston Street Bridge 


April 26 public hearing will get residents’ thoughts on the matter

Mayor John Curran appeared 
before the Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen on Monday, March 
22, and sought support for his 
city’s hope to open up the New 
Boston Street Bridge.

‘closed since it caught fire in the 
late 1970s.

Curran wants the project of 
restoring and reopening the 
bridge to move forward so that 
the relatively adjacent industri- 
al areas in both Woburn and 
Wilmington can see an 
improvement in __ traffic. 
According to Curran, the bridge 
could provide multiple paths to 
and from Routes 93 and 95, 
offer a secondary entry to the 
Anderson Regional 
Transportation Center, and give 
additional access from the 
Wilmington Industrial Park to 
both aforementioned highways. 

The goal, Corey told select- 


men, is to create an “industrial 
beltway” in the area. 

Curran noted that, to date, the 
process to restore the bridge 
has been “slow-moving.” 
Curran hopes that the project 
can move forward more quickly 
because improvements at the 
interchange of Routes 93 and 95 
are slated to begin construction 
in 2009. A reopened bridge, 
Curran says, will provide an 
alternative route of local tran- 
sit while that interchange 
undergoes its improvements.

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McCoy urges 
selectmen to fire 
town counsel

WILMINGTON Selectmen 
Chairman Michael McCoy 
stunned his colleagues during a 
meeting on Monday night by 
making a motion to dismiss 
Town Counsel Paul DeRensis. 

As he read from a prepared 
statement, McCoy detailed the 
town’s current legal bills, which 
have escalated in the months 
since DeRensis successfully 
renegotiated his firm's contract 
in December 

“I believe that the Town 
Counsel is qualified in munici- 
pal law, and I have all the con- 
fidence as a professional that 
he is equipped to do the job,” 
McCoy said during the March 
22 meeting. “However, at what 
price?” 

The Board of Selectmen had 
hired DeRensis, of the firm of 
Deutsch, Williams, Brooks, 
DeRensis & Holland, P.C 
(DWBDH), to the position of 
town counsel in June of 2003, 
with an agreed upon budget for 
legal services of $132,800. The 
vote for that appointment was 3 
to 2, with McCoy and Selectman 
Robert Palmer in the minority 

In December of 2003, the 
board voted 4 to 1, with Palmer 
as the lone dissenter, to accept 
a revised agreement presented 
by DeRensis half way through 
his term. 

The new agreement, which 
was voted to be retroactive to 


December 1, 2003, includes a 
lower retainer fee, but allows 
DeRensis to bill hourly for liti 
gation at a rate of $160 per hour. 
That hourly rate increased to 
$165 in January of 2004 and does 
not stipulate any sort of mone 

tary cap. 

According to McCoy’s calcula- 
tions, based on an extrapolation 
of the December and January 
bills, Wilmington’s legal budget 
for Fiscal Year 2004 could see a 
deficit of as much as $94,500 by 
June 30, 2004. The town had 
budgeted $132,800 for the legal 
fees incurred during Fiscal 
Year 2004. 

“Originally, Mr. DeRensis 
signed on to do the job for 
$132,800," McCoy said. “Four 
and a half months later, he 
wanted the board to restructure 
the methodology on how he 
would be paid.” 

McCoy added that in both pub- 
lic and private conversations 
with DeRensis he expressed his 
concern that bills could become 
“a runaway train,” but he was 
assured that they would not 
McCoy was hesitant to agree to 
a revision in the town's agree:

Legal Lamenting 


Right idea. Wrong approach. 

Wilmington Selectmen Chairman Michael McCoy 
exploded a politically fraught bomb during a meeting on 
Monday night when he called for Town Counsel Paul 
DeRensis to be given the boot. McCoy made his surprise 
motion in response to the town’s rising legal expenses, 
which have ballooned significantly in the three months 
since DeRensis successfully renegotiated his contract to 
include hourly billing without a cap. 

McCoy told the board that he extrapolated the legal bills 
of December and January and figured that Wilmington 
could be more than $94,000 in the hole come June, when 
the town counsel’s contract expires. Selectman Robert 
Palmer, who opposed DeRensis’s appointment and the 
revised contract, calculated similarly alarming figures 
more than a month age. 

‘Town meeting voters approved $132,800 for the position 
of town counsel last year. Under the new contract, that 
{igure went up in smoke in February, with nearly a hand- 
{ul of months left on the contract. 

How to stop the bleeding? McCoy asked the board to fire 
DeRensis and hire the big city firm Kopelman & Paige, 
effective April 1. 

yes. The April 1 that is just days away. 

‘This is not an early April Fools Day joke. 

\ccording to the chairman, the new firm would assume 
\Vilmington’s legal load to the tune of $155,300. That’s 
roughly $22,500 in flat fees for April, May and June, plus 
ihe much-missed figure of $132,000 for Fiscal Year 2005. 

‘The expressions on the faces of McCoy’s fellow select- 
men and Town Manager Michael Caira will not soon be 
forgotten. In a slap to his colleagues, McCoy sprung his 
battle cry on them without warning. As chairman of the 
board, McCoy sets the agenda for every selectmen meet- 
ing. It's unfortunate that McCoy did not prepare the other 
selectmen for his move by placing the matter as an 
appointment on the agenda. McCoy instead chose a more 
incendiary approach by bringing up the issue under “new 
business.” The other selectmen should remember this 
when they choose a chairman after the election next 
month. 

It's too bad that one can’t check cynicism at the door 
when inspired to applaud McCoy. The truth is, he did big 
things on Monday night. He acknowledged a financial 
problem spiraling out of control, he admitted he made a 
mistake in helping to create that danger, and he proposed 
what he believed would be a sweeping reform. 

\s usual, though, McCoy did it all with his trademark 
impulsivity. It’s a good thing that the rest of the board 
swatted his adolescent push for immediate satisfaction 
with calls for caution. Indeed, the board rejected 
McCoy's motion and declared a special meeting to take 
place this week, so that the matter can be more carefully 
addressed. 

Just imagine if the board voted alongside McCoy and 
went with his plan. Former Town Counsel Michael 
Newhouse, who knows a thing or two about the transition 
from one town counsel to another, called the Town Crier 
on Tuesday and offered this analogy. 

\ transition between town counsels is like going down 
Route 93 at 70 miles per hour and deciding to change dri- 

crs without pulling over,” Newhouse said. 

Newhouse went through an agreeable transition when he 

ucceeded Alan Altman as town counsel, and then he went 
through a rocky one when DeRensis was chosen to 

eplace him. Both transitions took several weeks to 
unfold. MeCoy wanted DeRensis out the door and 
Kopelman & Paige on board within eight days.

McCoy got the ball rolling on Monday night. He 
deserves credit for that, but don’t be fooled. He’s up for 
re-election next year, after all, and he does not want this 
issue to politically destroy him, as it could destroy 
Suzanne Sullivan next month, if she does not help resolve 
this matter to the voters’ liking. This is.a case in which 
acting now is both politically expedient for McCoy and in 
the best interest of Wilmington. 

3ut McCoy still got that ball rolling. Now the board 
must proceed with absolute care, take as much time as 
needed, and cover every single base in its pursuit of a 
town counse! who knows the meaning of a contract, keeps 
out of local polities, and stays the course.

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Once or twice a year the 
members of Bookends put 
together the list of books we 
want to read in the coming 
months. Members propose 
books that they’ve either read 
before and think the group 
would enjoy discussing; not 
read before but have heard 
good things about; heard about 
and know nothing about but are 
really curious about; or (my 
favorite) been given as gifts but 
haven’t had time to read them. 

The best thing about putting 
the list together is that it’s com- 
pletely democratic, so books of 
all kinds make it onto the list. 
This is the group that read 
Steinbeck’s East of Edenya 
year before Oprah recommend- 
ed it and then followed it up 
with a book on Parkinson's dis- 
ease. 

Our book for March, the 
Pulitzer Prize-winning Empire 
Falls by Richard Russo, was 
different. We read this book as 
part of our participation in 
Wilmington Memorial 
Library's “Wilmington Reads 
Empire Falls” program. Last 
year, the residents of 
Wilmington, in another democ- 
ratic process, chose Empire 
Falls (over finalists Seabiscuit 
and To Kill a Mockingbird) to 
be the centerpiece of a month 
of related activities. Although 
we would have read whichever 
book won, Bookends members 
had voted for Empire Falls. 

This is a great book to read, 
reread, discuss and savor. It's a 
big book about a small town,

Empire Falls is the name of a 
fictional mill town in central 
Maine. Its name is appropriate. 
Over several generations of the 
Whiting family, who built up 
the paper and textile mills and 
the shirt factory, the town 
hummed with industry. Now the 
last generation of Whitings has 
sold out to the multinational 
corporations that close the fac- 
tories and end the jobs. Once a 
thriving place, Empire Falls is 
now a town of empty sidewalks 
and boarded-up windows. 
‘Tourists don’t stop here. 

All that remains of the 
Whiting family is the conniving 
Francine and her crippled 
daughter, Cindy. Francine still 
owns much of the commercial 
property in Empire Falls, 
including the Empire Grill, 
which is managed by the good- 
hearted Miles Roby. Twenty 
years before, Francine had 
offered Miles a deal: If he 
would leave college and man- 
age the diner for her, she would 
take financial care of Mile’s 
mother, Grace, who had cancer. 
Grace, having herself made a 
similar deal once with 
Francine, begged Miles to stay 
away from Empire Falls. 

Those looking for a novel with

This section also 
recounts the curriculum revisions in the areas of science and , 
social studies, our continued work’in the area of standards-based 
instruction and the development of scoring rubrics to establish 
uniform criteria for reviewing and evaluating student work. The 
curriculum area also focuses on the needs of individual learners 
with the implementation of a student profile sheet and continued 
training in the area of special education. is 

Efforts in the school and community section include the comple. 
tion of a booklet on Character Education for use in the elementary, 
schools. This section reviews the continued work of the District, , 
Security Team with the publication of a Crisis Intervention 
Manual and training for the Security Team and area clergy on,a 
‘Trauma Intervention Program. 

The school resources section highlights the return of the Middle: 
School students to the newly expanded and renovated John ‘W., ; 
Wynn Middle School. This section also reviews the work of the 
short-term school space committee and the efforts of faculty, staff. 
and administration to prepare the High School accreditation. In 
addition, this section addresses our efforts in the area of preven- 
tative maintenance. 

The program improvement section emphasizes the analysis of 
students assessment data and the use of this data to improve 
instructional practice. This section also reviews the yearlong pro- 
fessional development program and the continued effort of thé 
School Committee on the ongoing review and revision of Schook 
Committee Policies.

In his own words. . 


Circus Man “Bill Crawford” soaked . 
up life under the Big Top: Part IV 


EDITOR’S NOTE: The 
first three parts of this multi- 
chaptered feature story 
appeared in previous editions 
of the Town Crier. With this 
fourth installment, we contin- 
ue the verbatim-quoted story- 
telling of William D. Stevens, 
who lived long ago on Woburn 
Street in Wilmington and was 
known in the circus world as 
“Bill Crawford.” What follows 
first appeared as it was writ- 
ten by Paul Emmons and pub- 
lished in the Wilmington 
Crusader in 1954. 

“.. [knew a side show ticket 
seller in a big circus making a 
good salary but getting three 
times his salary simply by sell- 
ing a ten-cent ticket and then 
handing back a quarter, four 
nickels and two dimes as the 
change out of a dollar for the 
ten-cent ticket. There was 
something about that particu- 
lar combination which seemed 
to satisfy the customer, and he 
hardly ever noticed that he was 
short a quarter. 

“He'd be*in a hurry to get a 
good seat. If he noticed his loss 
and turned back, the ticket sell- 
er would push a quarter toward 
him. 

“There, brother - there's your 
two bits lying right there on the 
counter. You forgot to take it.’ 

“Almost invariably he’d fall 
for the gag, forgetting that he 
hadn’t picked up his change off 
the counter anyway. 

“It was known as the 65-35 
game. On a sale of $300 to $400 
worth of tickets, it ran into big 
money. 

“Oh, well, who says the world 
isn’t getting better? Those days 
are pretty’ milich in the past. 

“Even then, the grifters some- 
times had the tables turned on 
them. In this way. 

“If it was a rail show, they 
generally had their own special 
car attached to the train. 
That’s where they had their big 
games. 

“The small frys were always 
trimmed on the circus lot. But 
if any big fish wanted to stake a 
good-sized roll, he was taken 
down to the railroad yard. 
There, in the grifter’s special, 
they'd always have some tin 
horn sports to make him wel- 
come and give him a whirl at 
stud, fargo or anything he 
wanted. That was one reason 
for the grifters all herding by 
themselves into one car, the pie 
car, 

“We'll say the circus propri- 
etor had managed to pay up 


' what he owed them at the start 


of the season, and wanted to 
get rid of them. He'd have their 


| car placed at the rear of the 


train. Then, first time he was 
going to make a long jump, say 
150 miles or so, he'd tip some- 
body off to uncouple the car

right after the train started. 

“The grifters would be left flat 
on the rails. Before they could 
hitch onto something else and 
get to the new location, the pro- 
prietor had tipped off the 
authorities to run ‘em out of 
town as fast as they showed up. 

“I’ve known this to happen. 

“I was with quite a few circus- 
es, first and last. With Gollmar 
Bros., for one. They operated 
out of Baraboo, Wisconsin, 
which was the headquarters of 
the Ringling Bros. in the old 
days, and these people were 
their cousins. They had a rail 
show which once got smashed 
up, according to the newspaper 
accounts, as follows: 

“The special Lake Erie and 
Western train carrying the 
Gollmar Circus was wrecked at 
Kempton, Ind. May 7, by a pole 
suspended underneath one of 
the cars. The pole came loose 
and caught in a switch frog, 
throwing four cars down an 
embankment and wrecking a 
car containing eight employees, 
three elephants and five 
camels, The employees were 
severely injured. The four cars 
which derailed contained ani- 
mals, none of which escaped, 
though some were injured. The 
train was running at about 25 
m.p.h. 

“Then there was the old L. W. 
Washburn Circus. They operat- 
ed all though this country and 
Canada. The last season I was 
with them, we went from 
Halifax, N.S. to Crow’s Nest in 
Alberta, which was as far west 
as the railroad ran. I’ve always 
remembered one funny inci- 
dent connected with that trip. 

“In Halifax, we picked up two 
English vaudeville artists who 
were stranded, and added them 
to the show. They were regular 
Limehouse cockneys, and had 
never been to the United States. 

“The going was tough. There 
was 2 boom in wheat, and we 
had expected to cut in on the 
velvet. Instead of that, it 
worked the other way. 

“The Canadian farmers never 
before had got such a high 
price for their wheat. 
Consequence was, they were 
too busy harvesting it and get- 
ting it to market to bother with 
circuses. About every stand we 
played cost us money. 

“It was very disappointing. 
We tried to cheer ourselves up 
by saying, ‘Oh, wait until we 
get back to God's own country. 
Everything will be all right 
then.’ 

“It became a by-word. ‘Wait 
until we get back to God's own 
country,’ 

“Well, when we reached 
Crow's Nest, we turned south 
and crossed the line into God's 
own country. The first town we 
struck, the cops jumped us, ran 
50 or 60 into court, and had ‘em 
fined. 

“I’m not telling what for, and I 
wasn’t in it, anyway. 

“Personally, I've never had to 
say, ‘Good morning, Judge, yet. 
Never got beyond the 
sergeant’s desk. Always had an 
alibi, or a whereas, or a so and 
so. 

“The next morning, we pulled 
out. The two Limeys were up in 
the front end of the car, giving 
us the Bronx cheer. 

“I sye, Jock, What a wonderful 
country this is; Gawd’s own 
country! Boo-00-000!" 

“Yis, ‘Arry, ain’t Gawd’s own 
country a marvel-l-ous country! 
Blah-ah-ah!’ 

“Some of the crowd wanted to 
mob them, but the rest of us 
only laughed. 

“Well, we didn’t fare much 
better in the U.S. than we did in 
Canada. Not for lack of blowing 
our own horn. We did that fine.

“Our bill posters would make 
your eyes stick out. Washburn, 
as a matter of fact, ran more 
than one show, but combined 
all his advertising in one hand 
bill. You might think it all 
applied to the show you were 
going to see, and believe it or 
not. 

“It was headed The Leon W. 
Washburn Great Allied Shows 
Prodigious and all overshadow- 
ing!

“Well, that was good ballyhoo 
stuff, but it didn’t get us any- 
where. The farmers in the old 
USA were just as busy harvest- 
ing wheat as their Canadian 
cousins. 

“The show finally folded up in 
Yankton, S.D. I beat my way 
back to Boston on freights and 
cattle trains, hiding in cabooses 
and kangaroo pouches to duck 
any brass-bound slewfoots who 
might be too curious on what it 
was all about. 

“The railroads were getting 
stricter. Just to show you what 
I mean, I'll relate a little inci- 
dent which happened to me 
back in the real horse-and- 
buggy days. 

“As you can readily perceive 
by this time, a showman's life 
wasn’t all beer and skittles. It 
was a school of hard knocks, as 
I’ve already said. 

“This time it was a little fly- 
by-night show operating out of 
Cohoes, N.Y., a suburb of 
Albany. 

“Ledell’'s 
Canvas. 

“He had assembled some pret- 
ty good features. The best was 
Tom Heflin, the original one- 
legged dancer, whom Keith 
afterwards pensioned off. But 
Ledell was afflicted with an 
insufficiency of bankroll, and in 
the first town we played, we 
had to compete with a straw- 
berry festival and didn’t make 
expenses. 

“We went back to Cohoes. The 
money promised by a backer 
didn’t come through. The show

folded up, leaving us stranded. 

“I was living with my first 
wife at that time, and she was a 
business woman. When I 
brought any money home, -she 
turned up her nose. When | did- 
n't bring any home, she turned 
up something else. So I didn’t 
want to go back just then. , 

“The boss canvas man (who 
also doubled as a parachute 
jumper) had a bright idea. , 

“He said to me, ‘Got any 
money?’ 

“A little’ 

“As a matter of fact, I had j just 
about enough to carry me back 
to Boston, but wanted to build 
up a surplus if possible. 

“What d'ye say if I go in town 
and get some of the merchants 
to hire us to billboard the 
fences out throughout the coun- 
try around here?’ 

“T agreed. Any job looked 
good to me. 

“He lined up three or four 
merchants. We hired a horse 
and carriage and went to it, 

“It was rail-fence country, but 
some of the rails were general- 
ly wide, vertical boards, I 
slapped on the yellow ochre, 
and he lettered over it, free- 
hand, ‘Do you wear pants? Get 
them from so and so. Do you 
need furniture? Buy it from 
Horn and Hardart . . H 

“We could run off a lof of 
signs like this in an hour, At the 
end of a few days, we had about 
$60 or $70 apiece coming to us, 
and we returned to Cohoes. 
Next day Dan took a checker- 
up for the merchants out to see 
what we had done. 

“I didn’t bother with that, as I 
was tired. I had bought. the 
paint and the feed for the horse. 
That night I blew what little I 
had left. Didn't get in until 
about 2 a.m., and slept until 
nearly noon the next day. 

“When I came downstairs | 
couldn't find Dan. The landlady 
told me, ‘He said not to disturb 
you, to let you sleep.’ 

“Very kind of him, but I want- 
ed to locate him. I hunted the 
whole town. No Dan. 

“Finally, I got wise. While was 
pounding my ear, that slicker 
had collected our pay and beat 
it! 

“I packed up and went down 
to the railroad station. 5 

“Actor. Strapped. Want trans- 
portation back to Boston.’ ' 

“Where’s your trunk?’ 

“On the platform.’ 

“Here’s your ticket.’ 

“Imagine a railroad doing 
that now! But they did in those 
days, and carried me back to 
Boston. 

“I forget how I promoted the 
money to get my trunk out of 
hock, but it was somewhere up 
around Howard Street. I7Also 
forget what my wife said to3ne, 
which seems strange, for-fhat 
usually made an impressiogf. 

“Speaking of women, I had an 
act once which paid me pretty 
well, and which centered about 
a woman. It was age 
‘Lunette’ The — newsp 
accounts played it up as fol 
lows: 

“These are the words or a 
Harvard occulist who | on 
Saturday last witnessed ‘the 
performance of Lunette at ‘the 
Boston Theater: ‘I must confess 
I am at a loss to know how her 
great feat was accomplished 
The act was pleasing, mystify 
ing, and deserving of high 
praise, whatever the methods 
employed. 

“In almost similar strain have 
thousands upon thousands of 
others talked who have wit- 
nessed this wonderful and 
almost seemingly super-human 
spectacle. 

“Lunette is a human being, a 
pretty and enchanting woman 
Before one’s very eyes, she is 
lifted into the air, and while 
thus elevated without a scintilla 
of material support, she per 
forms the most graceful and 
charming movements. Flies 
from one place to another 
waltzes beautifully in mid-air 
and creates altogether a mosi 
wonderful impression. In Paris, 
that city of wonders, Lunheti¢ 
was for many months the raye. 
and her great act was the'suly 
ject of much study on LShepart

"The committee’s report is 
made up of roughly 100 pages, 

“ inieluding a front narrative of 10 
to 12 pages, describing the 
process undertaken and the 
work performed throughout the 
_duration of the committee's 
existence, The narrative is fol- 
lowed by submittals by the pro- 
ponent and town-initiated peer 
reviews of the proponent’s find- 
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ings. 

“The committee did what the 
Board of Selectmen asked it to 
do and submitted a report 
which is a basis for the resi- 
dents of Tewksbury to make a 
decision,” said Committee 
Chairman Raymond Shaw. 

Selectman Douglas Sears also 
served on the committee and 
spoke critically of the docu- 
ment, describing it as self-serv- 
ing and not very helpful. 
Included in the report is a two- 
page letter from Sears outlin- 
ing suggestions to be made to 
the development agreement 
between the town and Mills. 

Sears was also critical about 
the fact that the traffic peer 
review performed by Paul 
Hajec of Hajec Associates was 
included in the report. 

Hajec had been terminated by 
the town on the basis of a con- 
flict of interest after it had 
been revealed that he appeared 
before Wilmington’s Board of 
Selectmen on behalf of the 
Merrimack Valley Economic 
Council (MVEC), endorsing the 
Mills Corporation’s _ inter- 


team.” 

The 6-person screening com- 
mittee was formed in accor- 
dance with School Committee 
regulations to review resumes 
and to choose finalists to be 
interviewed by Dr. McGrath. 

The school system’s Business 
Manager, John Quinn, and 
Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools, Loreen Bradley, were 
joined on the committee by two 
other school system employees 
and a community member. The 
screening committee was 
chaired, in a non-voting role, by 
Dick. 

McGrath had advised the 
committee that ideal candi- 
dates would possess two sepa- 
rate, but equally important, 
skills. Ideal candidates would 
be instructional leaders with 
strong aptitude in curriculum 
development and would have 
the abilities to supervise and 
evaluate faculty, assess student 
development, and make use of 
student assessments to improve 
instruction to create a healthy 
school culture. 

The second skill required of 
ideal candidates involved the 
operational side of the job 
Aptitude for budget develop- 
ment and the supervision of 
support personnel fell into the 
second category. 
Implementing School 
Committee policies, maintain- 
ing an atmosphere of student 
safety attained through the 
implementation of an effective 


change alternative and receiv- 
ing payment from the MVEC 
for that appearance. 

Shaw defends the inclusion of 
Hajec’s initial work, stating 
that, despite the subsequent 
termination based on ethics, it 
was accurate.

“Once it’s gone, it’s gone for- 
ever,” Forest said. 

Several residents also spoke 
in opposition to the article, as 
did Selectwoman Suzanne 
Sullivan. 

Sullivan noted that the same 
parcel of land had gone before 
town meeting voters twice and 
did not receive the necessary 
number of votes. She felt that 
residents had had ample oppor- 
tunity to decide the fate of the 
parcel. She argued that such 
small parcels of open space add 
favorably to the community 
and described them as “little 
pieces of heaven.” 

“It’s true that fiscal times are 
tough, but selling off public 
land is not the solution,” 
Sullivan said. 

Article 44 seeks to amend the 
zoning of the parcel of land at 
355 Middlesex Avenue, which 
includes the building currently 
housing Chanel Builders, from 
General Industrial (GI) to 
Central Business (CB). Paul 
Kneeland, the owner of the par- 
cel, is the petitioner. A change 
in the zoning would, according 
to Kneeland’s attorney, Robert 
Peterson, result in a “down- 
zone” of the parcel and a reduc- 
tion of the total square footage. 

Kneeland’s proposed plan 
consists of a re-facing, renova- 
tion, and reduction of the exist- 
ing structure and the construc- 
tion of a second building on the 
site. 

The new buildings will include 
a small number of residential 
units, an aspect that Planning 
and Conservation Director 
Lynn Duncan described as 
being in step with the Master 
Plan's vision of a “neighbor- 
hood activity center.” 

Selectman Frank West 
inquired whether the residen- 
tial component might include 


units allocated as affordable. 
Peterson replied that anything 
was open for discussion at this 
point in the process. 

Sullivan felt that the proposal 
could possibly be considered 
Spot Zoning. She asked for 
Duncan's opinion. 

Duncan did not feel that it 
would not fall within the para- 
meters of an instance of spot 
zoning. Peterson shared that 
assessment, adding that it 
would not be out of character 
with the surrounding area. 

According to Duncan, 
Kneeland currently has the 
right to put up a warehouse on 
the parcel, but he has agreed to 
a far more expensive proposal 
to meet the needs of the com- 
munity. The residential compo- 
nent, for instance, was not in 
the original plan and was added 
at the request of the town. 

Article 40 proposes to desig- 
nate Chestnut Avenue and 
Hillside Way as Scenic Streets. 

Sullivan spoke in support of 
this article and stated that, 
despite researching the subject, 
she was not able to find a single 
detracting factor. She asked 
Duncan if any existed. 

The only drawback that 
Duncan identified involved the 
additional time and processes 
that a resident of those streets 
would be subjected to before 
making any changes to their 
property. 

As a scenic street, a property 
owner would need to go through 
a public hearing and obtain a 
special permit before cutting or 
removing trees, fences, and 
walls that exist anywhere on 
their property. 

Betty Bigwood, a Chestnut 
Street resident, also rose in 
favor of the article. She assert- 
ed that Chestnut Street was one 
of several roads that determine 
the character of the town. She 
cited Andover, Wellesely, and 


Boxford as currently having 
Scenic Roads within their bor- 
ders. 

Article 25 proposes the estab- 
lishment of a nine-member 
Government Study Committee 
to review the structure of the 
town’s charter. 

Attorney Michael Newhouse, a 
selectman candidate, opposed 
the article, charging that it was 
little more than a way to cir- 
cumvent the proper process of 
establishing a duly elected 
Charter Commission. 
Newhouse likened the Town 
Charter to the federal 
Constitution and asserted that 
a mechanism for effecting 
changes to the charter and the 
town’s by-laws exists currently 
exists. 

Sullivan supported the article, 
stating that the charter has not 
been reviewed since its incep- 
tion in the 1950s. She added 
that the Government Study 
Committee would operate in a 
reviewing capacity only and 
would not be capable of insti- 
tuting any changes. 

All other articles on the war- 
rant were reviewed without sig- 
nificant discussion. 

During a later public meeting, 
the Finance Committee voted 
to oppose only articles 25 and 
43. 


Article 43 proposed the con. 
veyance of parcels of town- 
owned land to the control of the 
Conservation Commission. 
Some parcels identified in 
Article 43 were also proposed 
for private sale in Article 24 

Also during a later public 
meeting, the Planning Board 
recommended disapproval of 
articles 24 and 43.

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Wilmington’s Kristin Thomas ends spectacular career at UNH 


The best local female ice hockey player

BOSTON — When she blocked 
a shot from the point by a 
Providence College player and 
the puck got lodged in her 
sleeve, Kristen Thomas tossed 
her glove into the stands during 
the second period Sunday at 

Matthews Arena. 

Although the fans returned 
the glove to the University of 
New Hampshire defenseman, 
Thomas' play was typical of the 
way she sacrificed for four sea- 
sons with the Wildcats, 

The Wilmington native's 
blocked shot became academic 
when the Friars scored three 
third-period goals and downed 
the Wildcats in the Hockey East 
title game for the second 
straight season, but even a bit- 
ter loss didn't ruin UNH's sea- 
son. 

“We played really well in the 
regular season. We only lost 
one (Hockey East) game, we 
tied just two," said Thomas, 
who registered 30 points this 
season. "Unfortunately it didn't 
go as well for us in out-of-con- 
ference play, which is a little 
upsetting." 

Only four teams get selected 
to play in the women's Frozen 
Four and UNH was not among 
the lucky quartet, That meant 
Thomas' four-year career, 
including two as the Wildcats' 
captain, ended with the loss to 
PC. Along the way, Thomas tied 
for the all-time points lead 
among UNH defenseman with 
108, set a new career record for 
assists by a defenseman with 82 
and earned Hockey East First 
Team All-Star status as both a 
junior and a senior. 

But Thomas only measures 
her success by the team stand- 


ings. 

"For me, I'm pretty tough on 
myself and I also - no matter 
what happens to me - if the 


team fails, then I've absolutely 
failed," said Thomas on Sunday. 
"That's the way I've always 
looked at it. So it hurts a lot los- 
ing this game today." 

The Wildcats regularly 
dressed just five defensemen 
all season and Janine Goulet's 
flu-like symptoms forced head 
coach Brian McCloskey to put 
his four healthy blueliners on 
the ice more than anyone 
should be expected to skate. 
The extra ice time took its toll 
and cost the Wildcats in the 
third period. 

"I thought we came out and 
played well. We played well in 
the first and the second. We 
were a little gassed in the third 
and they turned it up a little," 
Thomas said. "After they 
scored (the first) goal I think 
we got down a little and we did- 
n't respond, didn't answer." 

Just hanging close with PC 
even when shorthanded was a 
tribute to Thomas and her 
assistant captains. As a senior 
standout, Thomas also played a 
major roll in jelling the 
Wildcats squad this winter with 
just eight players back from 
last season's team and finished 
with a 22-94 overall record. 

"Our seniors really did a 
great job, when you look at how 
the team performed, leading 
the team," said McCloskey, who 
also noted how much he'll miss 
Thomas' presence. 

One of the most celebrated 
female hockey players from 
Eastern Mass., Thomas of 
course joined UNH for the 2000- 
01 season after a career with 
Cushing Academy. Thomas 
made a big splash by leading 
all Wildcats rookies with 27 
points and then she earned the 
Colleen Coyne Award as the 
team's best defenseman in her 
sophomore year. 

The Wildcats changed coach- 
es from Karen Kay to 


McCloskey and the switch at 
the helm helped Thomas grow 
as a player. 

"It was a positive move by 
our athletic department and we 
had that rebound effect last 
year," said Thomas. "We came 
out so hard and so free. That 
set us up going into the second 
half. This year we kind of did 
the opposite. 

"I think I'm a lot smarter 
(now). Just system-wise, you 
don't realize how much is 
implemented in the college 
game. Having two different 
looks and two different coach- 
ing staffs it's a positive thing 
for someone to see different 
things.” 

Playing in different systems 
might help Thomas as she 
attempts to continue her hock- 
ey career. After she graduates 
this spring, she's going to work- 
out all summer and then head 
to Toronto next winter to play in 
the NWHL - a women's hockey 
league where Harvard grad and 
two-time Patty Kazmaier 
Memorial Award winner 
Jennifer Botterill currently 
plays. 

Then she'll try and make a 
push for the 2006 Olympic team. 

"I'd be lying if I didn't tell 
you that I'm going to take a 
year off next year to concen- 
trate on myself and workout 
and stuff like that. I'd be lying 
if I told you I don't think about 
the Olympics," Thomas said. 
"Right now, I'm kind of far 
from the U.S. program, which 
is kind of disappointing because 
I'm a senior and technically 
you're supposed to be playing 
your best hockey right now. So 
I'm just going to stay with it, 
stay the course. There's been a 
lot of ups and downs, but I'm 
going to go after it real hard 
next year."

Cipriani ends basketball __ , 


career just shy of 1,000 points

As the starting center on 
Fitchburg State College's 
women's basketball team, 
Meredith Cipriani produced 
plenty of points, rebounds and 
blocked shots. 

But the Wilmington natives’ 
value to the Falcons extended 
beyond the court throughout 
her four years at FSC, includ- 
ing two seasons as the squad's 
co-captain. 

Cipriani also had a hand in 
luring prospective athletes to 
the Falcons' campus and pro- 
gram. 

"Off the court she's just a 
great kid and she's done so 
much for our program," said 
FSC head coach Walter 
Paschal, who was in his second 
season when he first brought 
Cipriani to the Falcons pro- 
gram. "She gives tours to all 
the freshmen looking at 
Fitchburg State and always 
talks so glowingly about the 
school." 

Said Cipriani: "I'll do any- 
thing to help the team. I did it 
in my junior year because I 
would benefit from it because 
I'd be playing with the kids. But 
even now that I won't be play- 
ing with them I still do it. I love 
people and I don't mind meet- 
ing people and talking to people 
and obviously we're talking 
basketball so what's not to 
love?" 

Cipriani loves people almost 
as much as Paschal loves her. 
And his 6-foot-tall Wilmington 
High graduate will become one 
of the players the FSC coach 
will hold up as an example to 
future FSC players. 

"Over the years you get to 
know that more and more she's 
the type of kid we're looking for 
now," Paschal said. "When 
we're recruiting kids, we'll have 
them spend the night with the 
team and then I'll ask if they're 
the type of player we want." 

Starting with Cipriani and his 
first recruiting class, Paschal 
began to turn the FSC program 
around. Before Cipriani's class 
arrived, FSC won just six 
games in Paschal's first sea- 
son. The Falcons won eight 
games in both Cipriani's fresh- 
man and sophomore seasons 
and then jumped to 12 wins in 
her junior year. 

This winter, the Falcons went 
15-10. 

"I think coach does a great 
job of going out and recruiting 
and he puts a lot of time and 
effort into everything he does," 
said Cipriani, who averaged 8.8 
points per game this season. 
"He does a great job of finding 
the right girls. Character is 
something you do when no 
one's looking and he's done a 
great job of finding girls with 
great character." 

When she first donned a 
Falcons jersey, Cipriani made a 
major impact and she earned 
Rookie of the Year honors in 
the MASCAC. 

"I was not expecting that at 
all," said Cipriani. "It was quite

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a thrill when they told me. I 
came into a good group of peo- 
ple that we here already and 
from the first day I got to 
school we had captains’ prac- 
tices and I got to know every- 
one quickly. You get adjusted a 
lot when you're playing pickup 
games with them."

After she learned her lesson 
about hard work in her second 
season, Cipriani got back on 
track as a junior and her stellar 
play continued into her fourth 
season. She was third on the 
Falcons in scoring in 2003-04 
and led them in rebounding 
with 8.9 boards per game. She

also blocked 57 shots and made 
57 steals. 

Statistically, Cipriani's four- 
year career turned out as 


"Basketball-wise she did an 
outstanding job for us," Paschal 
said, "She's our fourth all-time 
leading scorer and she had over 
750 rebounds. If she didn't get 
sick her freshman year when 
she missed three games, she'd 
have reached 1,000 points. She 
finished with 958. 

"She just never gives up and 
never lets her teammates get 
down, especially when she 
became co-captain in her junior 
and senior years. When things 
start to go bad, she'd say she's 
not going to let that happen.” 

Cipriani's absence from three 
games at the start of her fresh- 
man year and her struggles of 
sophomore season contributed 
to her falling 42 points shy of 
the 1,000 mark - something that 
didn't ruin her career but still 
frustrated Cipriani. 

"I think about it all the time," 
Cipriani said. "If I'd made one 
more shot per game, I could've 
got it.”

northern part of the state, 
along the New Hampshire 
border, claimed they were 
losing too many customers to 
the State run package stores in 
New Hampshire, which were 
opened on Sunday.

Eastgate Liquors with 
stores in Wilmington and 
North Reading was among the 
chosen ones that could stay 
open on Sundays throughout 
the year. 

Danny Walls, general man- 
ager of the two stores said, “It 
was unique, we (the 
Wilmington store) were the 
first store you hit coming from 
Boston.”

At A.B.C. Flea Market 
Non-profit sale space 


The recently established flea 
market off Walker Brook Drive 
in Reading continues to make 
space available at no cost to 
area non-profit agencies. 

According to Gordon C. 
Lane, owner of the A.B.C. Flea 
Market, a dealer table is ear- 
marked for local organizations 
to use for fundraising or educa- 
tional projects. 

The table may be used for 
yard sale type merchandise, 
bake sales (with town health 
department permit), or sale of 
merchandise for of specific 
agencies.

He noted that the latest 
change in the law initially 
affected his business, as some 
customers were supportive of 
their local shops. However, he 
has found that because of East- 
gate’s pricing policy, the cus- 
tomers have returned. 

“We can afford to keep 
prices down,” Walls said, 
“because (the stores owners) 
own all the real estate. “We 
have the cash to make deals 
and we buy the top amounts all 
the time.” 

According to Wall, both the 
North Reading and Wilmington 
stores are in the top 10 in Mass- 
achusetts for overall sales. The 
Wilmington store does a lot of 
beer sales and the North Read- 
ing store “deals with a lot of 
fine wines 

“Everybody thought 
(statewide Sunday openings) 
would take a bigger bite than it 
has. However, our base over the 
years has been so huge that it 
can sustain anything,” Walls 
said 

He noted that during the 10 
years they had no competition 
on Sundays, they did not have 
to do any targeted advertising 
to let people know where the 
stores were and that they were 
open. 

“They found us,” Walls said 

Norden and Connolly are 
still waiting to see the full 
effect of the Sunday openings 
on their sales. Both stores 
received permission from their 
local regulators to open on Sun- 
day by the second week of Jan 
uary and by previous state law 
been open during the holi- 


Norden said, “Having the 
Patriots in the play-vlls Was a 
real bonus. It is hard to tell 
how we will do.” 

He reported having one slow 
Sunday since the Patriot's won 
the Super Bowl. but otherwise 


business has been “pretty 
steady.” 

He is looking forward to the 
summer to see how much busi- 
ness will increase with the hot 
weather. 

“Hopefully it will be good 
for business in the summer and 
the fall, with football starting 
again. I think in the summer, 
with 90 degree days it will 
make a big difference in busi- 
ness with people by the pool 
(sipping a beer.)” 

Connolly said, “We're obvi- 
ously much busier than we 
were before and we have put on 
a couple of people.” 

He noted that since the Sun- 
day opening there was only one 
Saturday that showed a differ- 
ence in the number of sales 

Norden said the new hours 
have affected his Saturday 
business slightly, However, 
overall his numbers are up. 

According to Connolly, the 
Sunday hours are better 
because it is a day when both 
husbands and wives are shop- 
ping together and they will stop 
at the liquor store to make 
their purchases for the week 

There was some opposition 

to the change in the laws from 
people who were concerned 
that it would provoke more 
drinking. However, Norden does 
not see that as an issue. 
“In general, | think less peo: 
» are drinking now than 20 
ago,” Norden said. Peo 
e being more health con 
scious. They are not drinking 
and driving anymore, 

“People don't give alcohol 
as gifts as much any more.” 

According to Walls, the Sun 
day openings have not made 
any more of an impact on 
drinking than normal openings: 
The impact comes mostly from 
the economics the country 1s 
feeling at any particular time 

Connolly did note that one 
good thing about the statewide 


Sunday openings is that cleared 
up some contusion among cus: 
tomers, 

“A lot of people thought we 


didn’t want to open on Sun- 


days,” he said. 

He noted many of his cus- 
tomers did not realize that until 
January his store could not 
open.

The Liquor Cabinet 
is located at 344 Winn Street in 
Burlington.
